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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 

To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of 
Winterport, I respectfully submit the following report for the 
year 1929-30. 

School opened with an enrollment of 58 pupils. At the © 
present time there are 56 enrolled as follows: 


Seniors...... 13 
JUNIOS. .. ss 14 
Sophomores... 12 
Freshmen ... 17 


Attendance has been very regular except a few cases of 
sickness. : 

I wish to again bring to your attention the condition of the 
school building, and to the need of equipment. Two of the 
classrooms have been painted but the main room, hall\ay 
and laboratory are badly in need of repairs. The ceiling and 
walls should be cleaned and painted. 

We are very much in need of newseats. Those we are 
using are in very bad condition. Many have been patched up 
again and again and will barely support the weight of a pupil. 

We have put in a new set of Histories, Chemistries and 
English books but many cf the text books are hopelessly 
out of date and should be replaced at once. Last year there 
w28 an unexpended balance of over four hundred dollars in the 
book account. With conditions as they are, this money can 
be well ured. 

The fundament»! purpose of the school is training for cit- 
izenship. In attempting to carry out this purpose we should 
have a course in Civics given in either the first or second year 
of High School work. 

We caanot expect to obtain maximum results from pupils 
unless we give them adequate equipment with which to work. 

It is the duty of every citizen of the town to see that these 
conditions are changed, and that the School Committee be 
given the necessary financial support. 
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We have joined with otber se100!s in the county in outside 
activities. At the speaking contest held in Searsport last 
Spring Eleanor Lane won first prize in the girls’ division. 
Another contest is to be held this year. 

We won the track meet in Monroe last Spring. In addition 
to the silver cup given to the schoo} scoring the highest number 
of points, George Ritchie won the individval cup for boys while 
Lucena McDermott and Catherine Dorr tied for highest honors 
for girls. ‘ | 

Last Fall the Cross-Country term competed in three races 
winning all of them. | i 

These events hive aroused much enthusiasm and «u spirit of 
friendly rivalry and coop ration 

Again I wish to thank the Superi:tendent, S chool Com- 
mittee and the Citizens for their eocperation and support.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

To the Superintending Schoo) Committee and Citizens of 
Wimterport: 

In accor ‘ance with Chapter 16 of tae Laws of Maine relating 
to Public Schools, I have the honor .o subnait the following re- 
port of the condition and progress of the schools in Winterport 
for the year ending February 1, 1930. 

This report includes a detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several accounts, the school enrollment, 
condition of school buildings, comparison of schoo] costs, and 
general status of the schools. 


There is a balance of $1012.56 in the combined accounts. 
This balance is not as large as that of the previons year, but it 
is the belief of your Committee that it is better to keep the 
school bnildings in good repair, add and provide suitable text- 
books and equipment with thé money furnished by the town 
for schooi purposes, t!ian to havea large balance at the expense 
of the education of the children of the town. 

During the present year both the axterior and interior of the

Grammar School building have been painted. Forty new seats 
and desks of the individual, adjustable type have been install- 
ed. The Lower Primary and two downstairs classrocms in the 
High School building have been‘ cleaned and painted. The 
Whittier schoolhouse has been repaired and painted inside and 
out. General repair work has'been done on other buildings as 
needed. The High School Laboratory equipment has been im- 
proved. New textbooks in Chemistry, History, and Language 
have been pro /ided throughout the town. 

We are asking for thé:same appropriation for Repairs for 
next year to continue the work begun this year. The High 
‘School assembly room needs néw seats and desks badly, and 
the remaining schoolhouses that have not been painted recent- 
ly should he painted if they are to ‘continue being used. 

The enrollment in the elementary schools is 219 which is 
~ about the same as last vear at this time. ) 

By virtue of the appropriation for ‘the State Department of 
Health we have had a physical examination in all the schools. 
Parents have been notified where detects were found, and it is 
our hope that this service will be beneficial and have lasting 
results. 

I have recently ma Je a comparison of school costs in Winter- 
port with the average for the state, and also for towns of sim- 
ilar 3ize scattered throughout the state. The following facts 
were found. 

1. Theschool appropriations for the current year were 
24.76 per cent of the total town appropriations. 

2. Tne per capita cost for elementary and secondary school 
pupils based on total enrollment and total expenditures was 
$47.77 while that of the state was $66.23 

3.. The per capita cost of elementary and secondary school 
pupils based 9n school ceasus and total expenditures was $30.14 
while that of the state was $45.03 i 

4. The per capita cost of elementary and secondary school 
pupils based on average attendance and total expenditures was 
$57.53 as compared with $80.07 for the state. 

5. From a group of twenty representative towns of approx- 
imately the same size as Winte. port a comparison of tax rates 
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for school purposes siows that the tax rate of Winterport, .0138 
is less than the average for the twenty towns. 

The state figures are taken from the State Commissioners last 
bienniel report. I belive that the above figures show that Win- 
terport 18 maintaining her schools very economically as in alli 
cases the town costs are much Jess than the average for the 
State. 

Edueation cannot be figured in dollars and cents alone. Edu- 
cation is more concerned with the welfare, progress, and ad- 
vancement of each individual pupil. During the schvo! year 
Standard Achievement Tests have been given in tne schools to 
determine how the pupils of the town compare with pupils over 
the country. The results that are now available show that our 
pupils compare favorably in most cases, but that more empha- 
sis should be placed on reading. We are endeavoring during 
the remainder of the year to improve on this, because reading 
is the most important subject in the curriculum and the foun- 
dation for other studies
